SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
At the beginning of the year 1934 


your company was faced with two 
major problems: first, the installa- 
tion of new pumping equipment at 
well number 2, and second, repairs 
of damage done by the New Year's 
storm. 


The new pumping equipment in- 


volved an expenditure of $28,838.85. 
The contract price was $24,297, and 
extra equipment and construction 
was found to be necessary at a cost 
of $4,541.85. I am pleased to report, 
however, that $15,341.85 of this total 
amount was paid in 1934 from water 
revenue alone. This was made pos- 
sible chiefly thru the minimum costs 
for repairs to the pumps during the 
long pumping season, and to the low 
cost per hour inch for the six wells. 


That the new equipment at well 


number 2 is a distinct measure of 
economy for your company is also 
shown in the figures below, where it 
can be seen that this well, operated 
by gas with the most modern equip- 
ment, has the lowest cost per hour 
inch of any. The inexpensive opera- 
tion of well number 5, which is also 
equipped with modern machinery 
and run with gas, shows further the 
economies effected by such installa- 
tions. 


The New Year's storm of a year 


ago, during which time more than 
16 inches flooded this area, did con- 
siderable damage to your company's 
property in washing out and de- 
stroying lines. Much of the expense 
for upkeep during 1934, which to- 
taled $4,541.85, was made at this 
time. Of this total upkeep expense, 
$1962 went for replacements, while 
$2254 was spent for maintenance.

force of men and a program of edu- 
cation against the use of narcotics. 
This is the reason we are seeking 
state funds for an addict farm where 
the unfortunates can be kept away 
from the public."

The Modern Newspaper— 


Wirephoto service is the newest acquisi- 


tion of metropolitan newspapers. Two Cali- 
fornia papers, one being the Los Angeles 
Times and the other in the northern part of 
the state, inaugurated this service on New 
Year's day. 


Photos by wire have been successful for 


ten years, but the process was somewhat slow. 
The new method will transmit the pictures 
at the same time that the news is sent, and 
both by Associated Press wire. The story of 
a disaster, the inauguration of a president, 
the dedication of Boulder dam, or any of the 
multitudinous happenings of the nation and 
the world will appear in the future in the 
morning issue, illustrated by pictures taken 
at the scene of the event. 


To some extent this forecasts the discon- 


tinuance of swollen newspaper files of photo- 
graphs, kept in anticipation of fitting the pic- 
tures to current news. Both news and pic- 
tures will be up-to-date—"spot" news and 
"action" pictures. 


Mechanical perfection does not, of course, 


make a newspaper. Capable editing and writ- 
ing make a newspaper. No amount of me- 
chanical invention could induce a citizen to 
subscribe if the editing was poor, or prejudic- 
ed, or the news was badly handled and inac- 
curate. But modern mechanical devises have 
greatly strengthened and widened the influ- 
ence of those newspapers that are conducted 
by trained and impartial editors. 


Horace Greeley's New York Tribune was 


hand-set, and his press capacity was not more 
than thirty newspaper to the minute, with 
another folding operation to follow. Yet, his 
newspaper was a power all over the eastern 
seaboard and into the middle states. It was 
not long after his passing that the perfecting 
press was invented, which sped up incredibly 
the rapidity of newspaper printing, making 
possible great circulations, and launching the 
era of big mercantile advertising, and because 
of this fact, the decline of independent and 
uninfluenced editorial expression. Mechani- 
cal invention has not made editors freer, but 
more closely bound by business influence. 


Of comparatively recent date are the lino- 


type and monotype machines, which largely 
emancipated the print-shop from the labori- 
ous method of picking individual type from a 
type-case. The entire body of the newspaper 
of today, small or large, is set ill linotype, oil 
lead slugs that cast a line at a time, faster, 
cheaper and more accurate. Typesetting by 
hand has largely been relegated to the "van- 
ity" print-shops, where unique style is sought 
thru the use of unusual type faces. 


The newspaper industry has seen the evolu- 


tion of the first perfecting presses until today 
the great rotary machines turn out neatly- 
folded newspapers of forty-eight or more 
pages, and so fast as to bewilder the eye, or 
at about two to the second, counted automa- 
tically and ready for the circulation depart- 
ment. Thruout the plant every mechanical

The Florida Freeze— 


Approximately 40 per cent is the estimate 


of loss by freezing of oranges in Florida last 
December, according to the assistant mana- 
ger of the Florida Fruit Exchange. About the 
same loss is recorded for grapefruit, and 66 
per cent for tangerines, making the average 
loss 38 per cent. 


These figures were on Exchange fruit. The 


loss to the industry in the state as a whole 
would be somewhat higher, the report said. 


In prosperous times the loss of fruit in such 


volume would send prices up rapidly, and 
this will hold true to a certain extent in this 
freeze. But for several years the price of 
fruit has not depended so much upon supply 
as upon capacity to buy. There are more po- 
tential customers this year than last year, 
but inability to buy is still the controlling 
equation. 


However, it is predictable that California 


fruit will find a better market because of the 
removal of Florida's surplus. But it should 
be pointed out, as we have said before many 
times, that the misfortune of a locality does 
not benefit any other portion of the country 
in the long run. When real wealth is destroj'- 
ed anywhere it is eventually a loss that is 
borne by all.

Death Valley Road 


to Natural Bridge 


Death Valley's newly-discovered 


wonder, the imposing natural bridge 
just below Dante's View, is already 
accessible to motorists and being 
visited by all who go that way and 
have the time. It is located in an 
unnamed canyon only two miles 
from the east side of the valley 
highway at a point two and a half 
miles north of Bad Water, and a 
orce of fifty CCC workers under 
he national park service completed 
road to the scene and it was open- 


ed to the public on Christmas. A

The beautiful rock bridge is with- 


n the Death Valley national monu- 
ment and was first seen by human 
eyes, so far as known, December 9, 
when Harry Gower of Death Valley 
Function came upon the marvel. 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
'ornia representatives were on the 
ground within forty-eight hours and 
ihotographed the arch, which is 
about sixty feet wide and 55 high, 
nside measurement. The national 
park authorities got into action im- 
mediately and the new road is the 
result.

ment in the absence of Col. John R. 
White, who is in Washington. 


All the roads in the valley are 


now in good or fair condition with 
the exception of the one leading to 
Death Valley Scotty's castle, which 
is impassable. A flood that assumed 
something like cloudburst propor- 
tions tore down through Grapevine 
canyon December 12 and ripped out 
eight miles of the road from that 
point southward. 


Wm. Cavalier & Co. prepared the above chart. It graphically 


depicts some interesting aspects of the operation of the United States 
treasury for the first half of the current fiscal year and the equivalent 
period of 1933. Most striking comparison brought out is the deficiency 
between receipts and expenditures. For the first half of the current 
year receipts of the treasury were $1,842,007,542, and expenditures 
were $3,538,294,403, leaving a deficit for the period of $1,696,286,861. 
While the receipts for this period were somewhat higher than the 
corresponding period of the previous year, the expenditures were 
higher by an even greater amount, and consequently the deficit was 
r in the 1934 period than in the previous year.

The chart shows the main sources of revenue and the main chan- 


nels of expenditure. It is notable that all of the so-called New Deal 
expenditures were higher in the 1934 period than in the 1933 period, 
with the exception of the FRC allotments. While expenditures thru 
FRC were somewhat lower, this change seems to be more logically 
attributable to diversion of expenditures to PWA channels rather 
than to reduction of expenditures. 


In the right-hand column of the chart the increase in the public 


debt for the two periods is shown. Public debt at the close of the first 
half of the current fiscal year stood at $28,480,663,124, compared with

quis of Montrose, who promised 
Charles I to "Raise Scotland for the 
king," and who rode with only two 
men thru the armies of his enemies 
to make himself master of Scotland 
in one year. 


"Pitcairn's Island," by Nordhoff, 


finishes the story of "Mutiny on the 
Bounty," and "Men Against the 
Sea." 


Edna St. Vincent Millay has a new 


volume of poetry entitled, "Wine 
From These Grapes." 


"Outward Bound From Liverpool,' 


by Peisson, is a thrilling story ol 
the mad race of a new ocean liner 
to break all records and establish the 
supremacy of the seas in the face 
of tremendous odds. 


"Via 
Mala," by Knittel, is the 


powerful and well-written story o 
an overbearing and drunken father 
and his crushing hold over a helpless 
family, until his sudden and unex- 
plained demise.

In con- 
sidering the writer costs and mea- 
surements, it must be remembered 
thnt full heads have been delivered 
throughout vhe season and that the 
total number of hour inches deliver- 
ed to consumers was 3,168,286, or 
5237 acre feet at an operating cost 
of $49,798.24. This is an average 
cost of $9.51 per acre foot, or of 
$.0177 per hour inch, and $12.45 per 
acre. 


Among the many problems of your

New Rules Made 


for Signing of 


Income Returns 


Collector of Internal Revenue John 


P. Carter wishes to particularly in- 
vite the attention of income tax pay- 
ers to the new provision in connec- 
tion with the affidavit on individual 
income tax returns in cases of a 
joint return, pointing out that in the 
case of a joint return (not made by 
agent) it must be signed by both 
husband and wife, and sworn to b&- 
fore a proper officer by the spouse 
preparing the return, or if neither or 
both prepared the return, by both 
spouses. 


Another new requirement under 


the publicity section of the revenue 
act of 1934 makes it necessary to 
file a separate statement with the 
return this year for public inspec- 
tion. Failure to file this additional 
statement on form 1094 incurs a 
penalty of $5 in every case, whether 
or not any tax is due.

Experimenting with a chlorine 


powder containing 15% of chlorine, 
which is regularly used by poultry- 
men both dry and In water for dis- 
infecting purposes, it occurred to 
the experts at Farmingdale to try 
the effect of the dry powder cm in- 
fected birds. 


Using an ordinary dust-gun, an 


experimental flock was dusted withj 
the powder. The properties of the 
chlorine powder—known to poultry- 
men aa HTH-15—caused Cue chick- 
ens to eiieeze, which tended to 
clear the mucuu from their breath- 
ing passages. This in itself proved 
helpful, while the liberated chlo- 
rine assisted in drying up the secre- 
tions, in destroying bacteria, and 
in preventing the spread of iniec- 
tion.
